The month of August 1961 found President 
Miles again in Nigeria, Africa, as a member of 
the Pocket Testament League team to conduct 
the first Nigerian Christian Leaders Conferences, 
Nearly 1800 African pastors were brought to¬ 
gether in four strategic centers: namely, Enugu, 
capital of the Eastern Region where 400 at¬ 
tended; Zarta, in the heart of the muslim north 
where nearly 800 gathered; Ibadan, capital of 
the Western Region with 350 in attendance; 
Benin City in the south central area where 230 
registered. Of the 37 missionary and church 
agencies in Nigeria, 30 cooperated in the Con¬ 
ference, 

No Conferences of this nature and magnitude 
had ever before been attempted in Africa. No 
agency existed to unite the widely scattered pas¬ 
tors so P. T. L. was encouraged to undertake the 
task. Missionaries were not urged to come since 
there were no facilities to care for them and also 
it was felt that if the Africans met apart from 
their missionaries, they would more readily ac¬ 
cept the challenge and responsibility that is theirs. 

The emphasis was four-fold: First, the Pastor 
himself. Many came unsaved and not separated. 

It was a great joy to see them turn to Christ and 
yield to Him, Second, Bible study and preaching 
of the Word. Third, Personal Evangelism. Follow 
up of the convert was stressed. Fourth, Missions 
1 heir responsibility in reaching the w'hole world 
for Christ was emphasized. 

These Conferences have pioneered among the 
evangelicals of Nigeria what may well be a na¬ 
tional unity and responsibility for the advance of 
the gospel of Christ among Africans for which 
missionaries have been earnestly praying.

EVENING SCHOOL CLASSES 


Over 500 people in the Washington 
area utilize the opportunities offered by 
the WBC Evening School. These people 
are from all walks of life, from high 
schoolers, to housewives, to businessmen. 
Although varied in age, ability, and ad¬ 
vancement they all delight and profit in 
Bible teaching. Classes are held primar¬ 
ily on Monday and Tuesday evenings. 

There arc three courses offered: the 
Preliminary Training Course for one 
year, the Standard Training Course for 
two years, and the Short Course for 
three years.
